As authorities implement the new 
guidelines of the Sex Offender 
Registration Law by providing 
notification to local communities 
about the presence of known 
offenders in their vicinty, many 
questions and concerns naturally 
arise. Two weeks ago this paper 
printed the names, addresses, 
photos, and pertinent information 
about two men who are Level 3 
sex offenders. This is the level 
which is considered the highest 
tisk of re-offense.. Therefore, 
residents have legitimate reasons 
to be concerned. However, there 
is no need to panic. 

Statistics have shown that child 
sex molestors do not tend to bother 
children in the neighborhood in 
which they live. Usually — the 
released sex offender is on 
probation for a period of time.

WHS teacher development ok'd

WILMINGTON The 
Wilmington School Committee 
recently approved two half-days 
of professional development for 
Wilmington High School teachers 
to be held during school days May 
28 and June 4. 

Wilmington teachers are 
expected to participate in a 
seminar that teaches them how to 
implement “student-centered 
learning,” a methodology that 
features having students discover 
concepts by working in small 
groups rather than learn concepts 
just by taking notes in lectures. 

Each high school student is to 
miss one class during the two 
half-days teachers are 
participating in the professional 
development programs. 

Professional development is 
mandated by the state: teachers are 
required to collect professional 
development points (PDPs) by

Clarkin had 
asked why the training could not 
be held during final exams when 
teachers only teach part of the 


conditioners, swimming pool 
filters, window fans and other 
appliances used during the warm 
weather. 

The average residential customer, 
defined by the RMLD as one who 
uses 500 kilowatt hours of 
electricity per month, should 
experience an increase of $5.93 
per month when the summer rates 
go into effect.

These grades must all be 
submitted on computer disk, so 
each teacher has to find a 
computer to record the grades.) 

Clarkin asked if a 
“compromise” could be reached 
whereby the teachers participated 
in professional development for 
just one day during final exams. 

Curriculum Coordinator Dr. 
Lore Neilsen and Wilmington

Wilmington's Board of Selectmen 
convened at the Town Hall 
Tuesday evening to discuss, among 
other topics, the status of the 
Route 62 bridge project and the 
design and construction of the 
proposed MBTA commuter rail 
facility. 

The bridge project is slated to 
begin as soon as the major utility 
companies, such as Nynex, remove 
the existing poles from the area. 
Removal and relocation of the 
utility lines is anticipated to span 
six to nine months. 

Once utility lines are cleared, 
S.P.S, New England, the selected 
contractor, will proceed with the 
widening of Routes 62 and 38. 

The actual demolition of the 
present bridge ‘and construction of 
the new bridge will be separated 
into two phases. First, a portion of 
the present bridge's abutment will 
be removed, allowing traffic to 
travel over Route 62 while 
construction of the new bridge is 
in progress. Once the construction 
is completed, the remaining

abutment will be destroyed. 

According to representatives of 
S.P.S., New England, traffic 
shutdowns are not anticipated 
during the phases of construction, 

Representative Jim Miceli 
affirmed, “Traffic will continue to 
flow on a normal basis.” 

Amid doubts and concerns that 
the bridge project may not begin as 
soon as originally expected, Miceli 
asserted that the contractors are 
highly regarded and are excellent 
to work with. 

"There are too many folks that 
think this is not going to happen. 
It's basically an accomplished fact. 
We'd like to see them out there as 
soon as possible," said Miceli, 

Other concerns, such as on-street 
parking and relocating taxi stands 
for the adjacent commuter rail 
depot, will be addressed at the 
preconstruction conference on June 
10.

Hospital Glenn Welch, who has 
professional fundraising exper- 
ience, hope to find a local 
organization interested in using the 
center's space for meetings and 
functions. Welch suggested that the 
interested party could collect the

Although there are at least two 
organizations seeking to use the 
building, if no formal 
recommendations are made, the 

! Roundtable will have no other 
option than to sell the building, 
‘which has been appraised at 
$198,000. If sold, the money 


would be deposited into a trust 
fund. 

If in fact, a local group decides to 
support the Community Resource 
Center and its expenses, certain 
issues, such as parking, will have 
to be addressed. Currently, visitors 
to the center are parking in the lot 
adjacent to the fire station. 

Ideally, the Roundtable would 
like to establish what member Dr. 
James Ficocello described as a 
"clearinghouse of information,” 
that would include a small 
business loan and resource center 
as well. 

Initially, the group thought of 
requesting a $250,000 endowment 
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{Roundtable seeks new uses 
‘for Community Center 


to fund the referral service, but 
balked at the idea. Instead, it was 
proposed that the sale of the 
existing building could finance the 
information center. 

“Let's make our own endowment, 
without fundraising headaches. 
Either we sink or swim on this 
one," Ficocello said. 

However, the Roundtable is 
aware that by placing the building 
on the market, financially, the 
information center becomes more 
realistic. In contrast, selling the 
building requires another site to be 
located. 

"That is the crux of 
dilemma," said Ficocello.

There is perhaps a fine line 
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between making children aware of 
possible dangers and making them 
overly concerned. It is important 
to talk to your child about basic 
safety at a level that he or she can 
understand. The same basic 
information your parents told you 
about not talking to strangers, not 
accepting gifts or food or rides 
from strangers still applies. If 
there is a specific person in your 
neighborhood, whom yousknow to 
be someone that you do not want 
your child to be associated with, 
simply point that out. In fact, this 
applies not only to sex offenders, 
but might also apply to someone in 
your neighborhood who, in your 
judgment, is not a good role model 
for your child, or is someone who 
does not use good judgment with 
their own youngsters. 

Parents must take the major 
responsibility to~ protect their 
children and help them learn how 
to protect themselves. 
Developmentally, an infant learns 
tasic human trust as it bonds with 
its mother. There is that delightful 
trust that a child has both in his 
parents and theachers, especially at 
a young age. How often has a 
five-year-old child's main reason 
for something been , "Because my 
Mommy told me," or "My teacher 
said so!" If only we could allow 
this innocent childlike trust to 
continue. Unfortunately, the real 
world will not allow us to do that. 
We must gradually teach our 
children whom they may trust and 
whom they should avoid. Then we 
must teach them how to make those 
judgments themselves. It takes 
time. Even as adults we may make 
errors in our judgments about 
people and be suddenly shocked 
when our trust is betrayed. 
Therefore, parents and their 
children may need some extra help 
in dealing with specific, unusual 
situations such as the immediate 
presence of a sex offender in the 
neighborhood. If you are 
interested in developing a 
‘neighborhood watch’ type of 
program such as the Block Parent 
Program, it would be appropriate 


to contact your town's Safety 
Office. 

In addition, there is a program 
available tq schools called the 
Child Assault Prevention Program. 
This is a sexual abuse prevention 
program whose main goal is to 
teach childdren and communities 
strategies to reduce vulnerability to 
threatening and -assaultive 
situations. The program-has four 
major components. The first is an 
informational parent workshop 
which provides an overview of 
CAPP. Second is a teacher 
inservice. Third is a one hour 
classroom workshop for children. 
This includes guided discussions 
and role/plays of various 
situations. Fourth is an 
individualized discussion period 
for children. The CAP Program is 
something which parents could 
request through their local school 
system.

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Exam time is 
not nap time

WILMINGTON - The high 
school teachers who bother to give 
real final exams have an enormous 
exam load to read and grade. 
Then they have to ascertain the 
student’s year (or at least 
semester) grades, plus submit 
grades for the quarter. And each 
teacher has to transfer any 
handwritten grades to a computer 
disk, because grades have to be 
submitted on disk. 

And of course, all this has to be 
completed by the end of the last 
school day, which is also the last 
day of final exams. 

An absurd rush? Yes. And 
perhaps and absurd tradition too. 

However, School Committee 
members Suzanne Rooney and 
Susan Clarkin have taken this 
established academic absurdity to 
new heights by, implying that 
during final exams, the high 
school teachers are sitting around 
sipping cool drinks and planning 
the next round of golf. 

Rooney's and Clarkin’s amazing 
remarks came as the school 
Committee members were 
wringing their hands at their May 
21 meeting about having to use 
substitute teachers to cover for 
full time teachers taking 
professional development courses 
during the school day. 

Teachers must accumulate 150 
Professional Development Points 
(PDPs) during a ten year period 
in order to qualify for state 
recertification. 

Locally, the administration has 
made it clear that Wilmington 
teachers are to attend a six-day 
course called “Understanding 
Teaching.” The course is run by 
the a firm located in Carlisle 
named Research for Better 
Teaching. 

Wilmington teachers are, by 
contract, to attend three of the. 


other three days of the course 
during the school year, when, of 


course, substitute teachers must be 
used to cover for the teachers. * 

Although the measure passed, 
Rooney and Clarkin spoke against 
and voted against allowing the 
high school’s teachers to do two 
half-days of professional 
development during normal class 
days, May 28 and June 4. 

Rooney asked why the high 
school’s teachers could not take 
the professional development 
(actually, teacher training) course 
during final exams, June 9 
through 12, when classes get out 
around noon. 

Later, Clarkin wanted at least 
one of the half-days to be during 
finals. 

Rooney and Clarkin sent an 
outrageous message to the public, 
to the students and to the teachers. 

First, these two made it clear 
that although they have presumed 
to accept seats on the school 
committee, they know absolutely 
nothing about what a high school 
teacher does at the end of the year 
during finals. 

Rooney and Clarkin also seem 
totally oblivious of the simple fact 
that if their plan were 
implemented, many teachers 
would have little choice but to 
turn the final exams into a joke -- 
into some kind of informal quiz. 
Now wouldn't that be a great way 
to encourage academic excellence? 

Perhaps Rooney and Clarkin 
should do a little “professional 
development” of their own, 
starting with taking the trouble to 
find out what the professional 
teachers in the Wilmington Public 
schools actually do for a living on 
a daily basis.

Dear Larz; 

Tewksbury is situated in the 
northeast part of Middlesex 
County, 21 miles from Boston. 
Dracut separated by the 
Merrimack River, bounds it on the 
north; Andover on the northeast; 
Wilmington on the southeast; 
Billerica on the southeast; Lowell 
lies on the west and northern end. 

The assessed area 13,400 acres, 
of which 4,549 are wood land, 
(like Wilmington, it has a lot of 
very moist land.) 

The Salem and Lowell branch of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad runs 
through the middle of the town, 
having a junction with the 
Lawrence line near the middle of 
the eastern side. Tewksbury 
(center) and Wamesit are the post 
offices. The other villages being 
Atherton, Burt's Mace's, Phoenix, 
North Tewksbury, South 
Tewksbury, West Tewksbury and 
Tewksbury Junction. 

The products of the 151 farms in 
1885 were valued at $197,738. The 
Ayherton Machine Company 
employed 20 men. There were two 
or three saw and grist mills and 
three carriage factories. The 
population was 1,333; legal voters 
363; the dwelling houses numbered 
370 with a tax rate of $9 on 
$1,000.

Drugs are substances that can 
change the way the mind and body 
work. Drugs that act on the brain and 
nervous system to change (alter) feel- 
ings and behavior are called mind- 
altering drugs. 

To help students develop knowl- 
edge of basic drug facts and the harm- 
ful effects of mind-altering drugs if 
misused. 

Students will understand basic 
facts about mind-altering drugs and 
the harmful effects that may result 
from the misuse of these drugs. 

Considering 

Consequences 

Considering the consequences that 
may result from the use of drugs can 
be helpful in deciding to be drug- 
free, . 

To help students understand there 
are many consequences that may re- 
sult from the use of drugs. 

Students will be able to identify 
consequences of using and choosing 
notto use tobacco, alcohol, and mari- 
juana. 

Changing Beliefs 

about Drug Use 

Changing students’ beliefs about 
the extent of drug use can help them 
resist pressure and say no to drug 
offers.

Stress offers to physical and men- 
tal strain felt about a situation or an 
event. The reaction that stress trig- 
gers in the body, mind, and emotions 
can be helpful under certain condi- 
tions, but may be harmful if uncon- 
trolled.

Each teacher has writing’ 
assignments, teacher observations. 
and readings to complete between’ 
each day-long session, the school, 
year sessions usually being spaced.

“Understanding Teaching” 


sessions emphasize what is called, 
student-centered teaching, 
Teachers who were trained 15:0 
20 years ago were not necessarily 


heavily exposed to the student-' 
centered method, said Blodgett. 

In student-centered teaching, 
group work and group problem 
solving are emphasized, said 
Blodgett. As a result of the 
course, said Blodgett, she would 
no longer rely solely on a lecture 
in which she defined and 
presented the formula for a 
parabola, with the follow-up being 
indivdual homework. 

Now, said Blodgett, she 
provides the students with 
information describing parabola 
attributes, and asks small groups 
of students to each draw a figure 
that represents the definition. 

The students discover the 
relationship between the 
description and the drawing they 
make, so when Blodgett presents 
the final formula, it makes sense 
to the students, she said. 

The “Understanding Teaching” 
course also provides techniques to 
help students work successfully i 
groups, said Blodgett. For 
example, to avoid having one or 
two people in each group do all 
the work, said Blodgett, the 
seminar teachers suggested 
assigning a specific task to each 
student and not tell in advance 
who in the group must present the 
group's results. That means each 
student has to be able to explain 
the results, so students who catoh 
on to one concept quickly help 
other students to understand that 
concept, said Blodgett. 

“It’s amazing to me how much 
students have adapted to doing 
group work and how. they are 
benefitting... it's more effective 
than a lecture,” said Blodgett. 

Blodgett noted, however, that 
there is still place for lecturing. 
The point of the seminar is, said 
Blodgett, that a teacher must use 
multiple methods and balance 
them.

MBTA commuter rail station, 

The proposal calls for the 
installation of two 800 ft. handicap 
accessible platforms, and a 300car 
parking area complete with 
wheelchair ramps. 

Despite a request from 
Wilmington officials to include an 
8,000 sq. ft. retail building in the 
parking area, there was no such 
building in the artist's rendering 
presented to the board. 

In response, MBTA's Deputy 
director of Construction William 
Quinlan said that the building 
would be incorporated into the 
design upon receiving further 
information.

“We've invited some girls 
teams to the practice sessions, 
and they really love it,” said 
Callahan. “They're chasing after 
balls and really enjoy it. We also 
do a lot of work with clinics, and 
just ask that people come out and 
support us.” 

Though players like Callahan 
now have a chance to compete on 
a national stage, that hasn’t 
always been the case. Only a few 
years ago female soccer players 
could rise through the high school 
and college ranks, but then had no 
place to go after the last colle- 
giate competition. 

The W-League changed that. 
Started as a pilot program in 1994, 
the league completed its third sea- 


son in 1996, when it had 24 teams 
across the United States from 
California to Rhode Island. There 
are now 32 teams involved. 

Although the league is amateur 
in status, it is currently the high- 
est level of competitive soccer for 
women in the United States (there 
are currently no professional 
leagues, but rumors of one start- 
ing up this fall on a trial run 
abound). Over the last few years 
the popularity of women’s soccer 
has soared, fueled by the gold 
medal captured by the women’s 
national team in the 1996 Olympic 
Games in Atlanta. 

“The W-League is an important 
facet of the USISL system,” said 
United Systems of Independent 
Soccer Leagues, Inc., president 
Francisco Marcos, with whom the 
W-League is affiliated.

Brain disorders 
caused by 
immune system 


Some rare brain disorders 
may be caused by "friendly 
fire”- the bgdy’s attempt to 
defend itself against invading 
bacteria and virus researchers 
say. : 

Scientists once considered the 
brain to be an immunologically 
privileged area, that is, not sus- 
ceptible to the constant war 
under way between the body’s 
immune system and germs. 

But recent studies have 
shown that the immune system 
can confuse normal cells in the 
brain and the central nervous 
system with the enemy invaders. 
When the immune system 
makes a mistake and attacks 
these cells, patients can devel- 
op bizarre and debilitating neu- 
rological disorders, researchers 
said at the national meeting of 
the Society for Neuroscience. 

Even cancer can cause the 
body to attack its own nervous

did a “millinn dollar work-up” 
that included MRI, CAT, SCAN, 
GI series, IVP found no abnor- 
mality.

Due to persistent intractable 
pain not responding to conven- 
tional means, Dr. Kumar pro- 
posed a trial of “Morphine 
pump.” Irene, although skepti- 
cal, agreed to the trial. She had 
a tiny catheter (a thin plastic 
tube) placed in her back, con- 
nected to a pump that she could 
carry in a hand bag. The pump 
had a reservoir filled with 
Morphine. Minute amount of 
Morphine was delivered near 
the spinal cord, by the catheter 
connected to the pump. 

‘For the duration of trial that 
lasted three days, Ms. Cawley 
was almost pain free. Dr. Kumar 
explained to Ms. Cawley how she 
could have a permanent “Mor- 
phine Pump.” Ms. Cawley was 
thrilled with a taste of life with- 
out pain and easily agreed. 

By a surgery lasting two 
hours, Dr. Kumar implanted the , 
pump filled with Morphine. 
Before Ms. Cawley was awake, 
the pump had been programmed 
to deliver Morphine at a reset 
rate with the help of a Laptop 
computer by telmetry without 
ever touching the pump. When 
Irene woke up from general 
anesthesia in the recovery 
room, although sore from 
surgery, she could at last feel 
her pain melt away. Ms. Cawley 
went home the next day knowing 
that the pump will be filled once 
in one to two months. 

A few weeks after surgery, 
Ms. Cawley was beaming with 
joy of no pain. No longer did she 
need to depend on her daughter 
and friends. Ms, Cawley had 
regained control of her life with 
this “high-tech pain relief.” 

Dr. Kumar says that this high 
tech approach can be used for 
chronic cancer or non-cancer 
pain not responding to conven- 
tional means or when there are 
troublesome side effects from 
narcotics. The same high-tech 
pump can also be used for 
severe spasticity of spinal cord 
injury, multiple sclerosis and 

cerebral palsy.

Q: We recently bought an old 
house and, as you can imagine, 
it offers a “lifetime” of fix-up 
projects. One such project that 
we'd like your advice on con- 
cerns the right way to fix a 
loose balustrade. . 

A: When the whole 
balustrade, including the hand- 
rail and newel post, feels loose, 
it indicates a breakdown of the 
joints between the steps and 
the outer stringer. You should 
attend to it immediately, be- 
fore the whole structure be- 
comes dangerous and liable to 
collapse completely if someone 
were to fall against it. 

Refasten to the steps a loose 


removing the wedges from the 
tread and riser mortises and 
then, working along the face of 
the stringer with a hammer 
and wood block, knocking it 
back into place to reseat the 
joints. If the stringer tends to 
spring away, hold it in place 
with lengths of timber braced 
between it and the opposite 
wall. Make new wedges, apply 
glue to the joints and drive the 
wedges in to make tight joints. 


Reinforce the joint between 
the bottom step and the newel 
post with glued blocks rubbed

A: There is a widely held 
misconception that a climbing 
ivy will damage any masonry 
wall. If stucco or the mortar 
between bricks or stonework is 


in a poor condition, then an ex- 
uberant ivy plant will un- 


as its aerial roots attempt to 
extract moisture from the 
masonry. The roots invade 
broken joints or cracks and on 
finding a source of nourish- 
ment for the main plant, they 
expand and burst the weak 
material, which accelerates 
deterioration by encouraging 
moisture penetration. If the ivy 
is allowed to grow unchecked, 
the weight of the plant can 
everiialyy topple a weakened 
wall.

For most people, the garage _—‘To keep out cold air, rodents 
is an extension of the house. and debris, install vinyl 
Here are some tips to make it weatherstripping designed spe-

- around a garage door. You will 
save energy as well. 

Before installing weather- 
stripping, sand the door bot- 
tom, wash it with a mild 
detergent and let it dry for two 
or three days. Then paint the 
area of the door. 

Weatherstripping on the bot- 
tom of a garage door takes a 
lot of abuse. Replace it as 
needed. 

If your garage floor is un- 
even, you can still create a 
good seal between the bottom 
of the door and the floor. Simp- 
ly tack a_ three-fourths-inch 
foam pipe insulation to the bot- 
tom of the door with the slit 
facing down. 

CAUTION: Remember that a 
well-sealed garage means an 
even greater danger of carbon 
monoxide buildup. Never run 
an engine inside a closed ga- 
rage.

Judging how far is enough 
when parking your car in the 
garage can be tricky. 

Hang a tennis ball from the 
ceiling. Park your car exactly 
where you want it. Then mount 
a screw eye in the ceiling and 
position the hanging ball so 
that it touches the windshield 
on the driver’s side.

You'll center it 
easily. 


Keep lawn mowers, bicycles 
and other equipment out of the 
way by painting white lines on 
the garage floor, outlining a 
space for each item.
